Sad Increase of 'Cycle Deaths 
M 0RE people are being killed on motor­ 
cycles, 
motorbikes,, or 
mot or scooters 
than ever before—the majority in dry, clear, 
good driving weather. 
Deaths rose from 700 in 1961 to more 
than 1100 in 1964—a 60 percent increase. 
In a substantial majority of the fatal 
motor-driven cycle accidents, the operators 
were committing traffic violations. 
Reckless 
driving, 
according 
to 
studies made by the New York State 
Department of Motor Vehicles and the 
National 
Safety Council, Is a 
major 
cause of the accidents. 
Nine tenths of the motorcycle, motor­ 
bike or motorscooter accidents occur when 
driving conditions are termed “good”. 
About one tenth of those killed in thest 
accidents are female. 
The number of registered motor * driven 
cycles rose from 569.000 in 1961 to 985,000 in 
1964 to nearly 1.288.000 in 1965. 
* * • 
Nearly half of those killed in motor- 
driven cycle accidents are victims of colli­ 
sion with passenger cars. An additional tenth 
of the fatalities result frum collisions with 
passenger cars. An additional tenth of the 
fatalities result from collisions with transport 
motor vehicles, such as trucks, tractors and 
trailers. 
Altogether, collisions with other 
motor vehicles account for three fifths of 
the accidental deaths. 
• • • 
Overturning, running off the road, 
and other non-collision accidents, as a 
group, are second in importance, and 
are responsible for nearly one third of 
the cycle fatalities. 
A bright spot in the report showed that 
deaths per 100,000 vehicles decreased from 
118 to 115 between 1961 and 1964. The death 
toll high for the past ten years was 162 per 
100.000 in 1957. 
The Mercury offers these suggestions to 
those

to

statistics: 
Use safety helmets for yourself and your 
passengers. 
Attend special training programs which 
the statisticians suggest should b« set up 
for operators. 
Support proposals that licenses be issued 
•n the basis of appropriate qualifying testa. 


Booby trap in Backyard 
JThON’T let that backyard barbecue booby- 
trap you, warn safety experts. 
The Summer cookout season brings about 
a rash oí serious accidents that can ba 
avoided. 
Before any outdoor meal, make a list of 
everything you will need. A cookout is no 
fun if someone has to keep bouncing in and 
out of the house for a forgotten item:. 
First and foremost is to arrange for 
a good-sized working surface for the 
chef. Remember to have a good supply 
of ashtrays, and a receptacle for sharp 
steak knives and for glasses, prefersbly 
the unbreakable kind. 
Where there is tire, there is always 
danger, whether it be in a barbecue pit, a 
portable 
brazier 
or 
an 
innocent 
looking 
h ib a chi. While it goes without saying that 
starter fluid should be handled with extreme 
care and used only as a starter — never to 
accelerate a fire—the prudent host has fire 
fighting materials handy. 
• • • 
Your greatest fire danger will be from 
clothing catching fire and the spread of 
fire to surrounding areas. 
Wet towels, a blanket or coat can be 
nsed 
effectively 
to 
smother 
clothing 
fires and a garden hose in readiness 
will normally be adequate to prevent the 
spread to surrounding combustibles. 
If it should become necessary to use 
the hose be sure you aim the stream at the 
base of the fire; not at the smoke or flames. 
If bad weather forces the party indoors 
the portable cooking equipment should not 
be used unless the room is well ventilated. 
Fires are sustained by oxygen and when 
placed suddenly in a closed room when the 
rain starts, the considerable oxygen con­ 
sumption from portable cooking equipment 
has been known to overcome guests.

The Worry Clinic

DON BLEITZ is a world famous ornitholo­ 
gist of Los Angeles.

"But 1 have wondered just how you 
happened to start giving us such practi­ 
cal doses of psychology via the dally 
newspaper.” 
When I was teaching at George Wash­ 
ington university in Washington DC, my 
students were intensely interested in how to 
solve practical social dilemmas. 
How to win friends, was one of these.

HOW TO CARRY on interesting conversa­ 
tion was another. Others were: 
How to write a successful letter of appli­ 
cation for a job. 
How to avoid divorce. 
How to overcome stage fright. How to 
make an interesting speech. 
Literally hundreds of these intensely 
practical questions were asked. 
So when 1 later returned to Northwestern 


university, I began to assign my students 
mimeographed real cases, taken from life. 
President Walter Dill Scott, then the head 
of Northwestern university, was America's 
pioneer applied psychologist. 
•

HE CALLED me into his office one day 
and urged me to widen the scope of this 
“ case record” method by expanding it into 
some nationwide medium. 
Since I knewr that the newspapers are the 
most widely read and the most influential 
adult educational medium in America, 1 de­ 
cided to launch this "Worry Clinic.” 
But 1 knew that a steady diet of “ Love- 
Love-Love-Love-Love-Love” cases six days 
per week might become monotonous. 
Thus, I include one child case, which 
means 52 per year or the equivalent of a 
small textbook on child rearing. 
Two cases per week are usually devoted 
to love and marriage problems. 
Personality improvement is another cate­ 
gory that includes cases on how to win 
friends, carry on conversation or become 
more successful “date bait.”

THE DEATH this month of actress Anne 
Nagel revived memories of a 50 - year - old 
mystery; Why did Ross Alexander kill him­ 
self? 
Back in the 1930s, Ross Alexander was 
considered one of the screen’s most promis­ 
ing young leading men. 
The tall, darkly handsome actor dis­ 
played a light - comedy touch in such 
films as “ Brother Rat” and the all-star 
“ Midsummer Night's Dream .” In looks 
and manner he resembled another new 
star. Cary Grant. 
On the day after New Y ear’s, Alex­ 
ander. 29. seemed in good spirits. He and his 
wife. Anne Nagel, whom he had married four 
months before, dismantled the Christmas 
tree in their Encino, Calif., home and dis­ 
cussed their plans for the coming year. They 
decided they would take a trip together. 
• • • 
THAT AFTERNOON. Alexander went to 
the barn behind their ranch home and shot 
himself in the head. 
He left on notes, although his wiis report­ 


ed he had been writing poetry, “ he crumpled 
the paper up and threw it on the fire.” she 
said. 
The coroner’s jury decided Alexander had 
shot himself with suicidal intent. 
The actor's death followed by a year 
toe suicide of his first wife, stage actress 
Aleta Friele. On Dec. 7, 1935, Alexander 
had found her body in the backyard of 
their home. She had been shot in the 
temple by a .22 caliber rifle.

The campaign is aimed at 
ridding the area of the prosti­ 
tutes, the derelicts, 
the dope 
peddlers, the degenerates, and 
the 
vendors 
of 
pornographic 
material, who had turned Times 
Square into a private preserve. 
Unlike 
past 
antivice 
cam­ 
paigns, this one has not slack­ 
ened — as yet — and is being 
coordinated with civil groups 
and other city agencies. 
"Times 
Square 
has 
gotten 
somewhat of a bad rep over the 
years. We want to change peo­ 
ple’s concept of this area.” said 
Jam es L. Marcus, an assistant 
to Mayor John V. Lindsay. Mar­ 
cus is coordinating the cleanup. 
Restaurateur 
Vincent

Jr., 
who 
heads 
the

Times Square Committee, said 
“ the main thing I’m pleased 
about is that this is the first 
time we've got the backing of 
everybody.

Marcus has suggested turning 
Times Square into “ a showcase

There is a hope that the most 
rundown sections can be reha­ 
bilitated. Already in the works

March, and police hauled in 50 
persons the first night. A few 
weeks later a single narcotics 
raid — said by one inspector to 
be “ the biggest ever" in Times 
Square — netted 26 persons. 
Times Square is formed by 
the “X” crossing of Broadway 
and 7th Avenue. But as far as 
the police are concerned it’s 
everything between 6th and 8th 
Avenues from 41st Street to 59th 
Street, plus Rockefeller Center. 
That takes in the theater dis­ 
trict, some of the most expen­ 
sive nightspots in town, new 
high-rise hotels, and some of the 
worst eyesores anywhere.
